Bonn condemas 
‘new barbarity’ 


BONN (Reuter). — The West 
German Government yesterday 
condemned the killing of a West 
German pessenger aboard the 
hijacked British airliner in Tunis 
and called for greater internation- 
al efforts to stop “this new bar- 
barity.” 

The spokesman said that the 
killing should result in all respon- 
sible forces and governments mak- 
ing greater efforts to atop such 
actions. 


Technicians scrambled around the 
silvery jet, working feverishly under 
floodlights set up on the landing 
strip. However, airport sources said 
@ special plane might be flown in 
by the British airline from London. 

The five freed Palestinians boarded 
the VC10 two hours efter a special 
Egyptalr Boeing 707 flew them in 
from Cairo. Egyptian authorities, 
who held the 13 in jail, turned them 
over to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization Friday as a goodwill 
gesture. 

The gunmen, who PLO represen- 
tatives here said belong to an ex- 
tremist faction directed by Iraq, re- 
fused to conclude a straight deal with 
the PLO, which thelr organization 
accuses of weakness. Government 
officials said the compromise was 
worked out in strenuous backstage 
bargaining led by President Habib 
Bourguiba and other Arab leaders. 

In yesterday's contacts with the 
hijackers there appeared to be no 
mention of thelr two demands put 
forward upon the plane's arrival 
Friday.

The terrorists, who hijacked the 
British Airways plane at the Gulf 
airport of Dubai early Friday, 
forced the crew to fly it to Tunis 
where it has been standing on the 
tarmac of Tunis-Carthage Airport 
since 12.15 pm. Friday. 

The terrorists were disguised as 
cleaners. Eight genuine Dubai Air- 
port cleaning staff were accident- 
lly swept away in the hijacking 
and were among the hostages. 

But some 45 of the plane's pas- 
sengers had a lucky escape. They 
chose to stretch thelr legs during 
the Dubai refuelling hatt and were 
left behind, British Airways offi- 
clala said. 

One hostess was severely wounded 
in Dubai when the terrorista selzed 
the plane. 

At 8.35 am. yesterday morning 
& passenger, later identified as 
Werner Gustave Kehl, appeared at 
the open rear door of the plane. 
He stood for some moments facing 
toward the terminal building 300 
Metres away with his hands folded 
“in front of him. 2 

A short rang out and Keh! was 
seen to crumple and drop some 
four metres to the tarmac, A girl, 
apparently an alr hostess, quickly 
closed the door behind him. The 
body Jay motionless on the ground 
for more than ten minutes, then 
two first ald men ran up to the 
plane with a stretcher and carried 
Kehl to a waiting ambulance. 

He was dead on arrival in a Tunis 
hospital. He had. boarded the Brit- 
ish Airways VC-10 in Betrut. 

Kehl had been on a business trip 
to the Middle East for the Cantrade 
Bank, a subsidiary of the Union 
Bank of Switzerland, one of Switzer- 
land's big three banks. He was 
Married. with three children aged 
nine, 12 and 16. .

King Hussein yesterday formed 
a new Jordanian Government headed 
by incumbent Premier Zaid Rifai 
after dissolving the Cabinet amd the 
Houses of Notables and Deputies, 
where Palestinians constituted half 
the membership. 

‘The move was taken in line with 
the recent Rabat summit conference 
which forced Jordan to renounce 
its political responsibilities over the 
West Bank in favour of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization. 

The new 20-man cabinet, In which 
Rifai retained the Premiership and 
the Foreiyn Affairs and Defence 
portfolios, included only four Pales- 
tinians who represent the Palestinian 
eommunity which is fully integrated 
in Jordan. The inclusion of the four 
was seen to be a gesture of reas- 
surance to Palestinians. who settled

VLADIVOSTOK (AP), — Presi-~ 
dent Ford and Soviet leader 
Lecnid Brezhnev moved toward 
an agreement early today on 
Guidelines for a new 10-year 
treaty Hmiting offenslve nuclear 
weapons. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer reported after more than 
st hours of talks, “enough was 
done to give impetus to the 
negotiations in Geneva. We have 
come closer to our goal.” 

The objective is a 10-year 
treaty limiting missiles, bombers 
and other means of waging 
muclear warfare. The current 
U.S.-Soviet pact restricting cer- 
tain systems expires in 1977. 

"Some guidelines will certainly 
emerge,” he told newsmen in & 
2 a.m. briefing. 

He tol€ correspondents that 
the two leaders had spent three 
rounds of talks in thelr first day 
of meetings near Vladivostok, 
discussing controls on nuclear 
strike missiles. 

Ford and Brezhnev were to 
continue their discussions at 10 
am. today, turning to the Middle 
East and other topics — shelved 
along with dinner to maintain 
the momentum of their progress 
on the complex nuclear weapons 
issue. 

Kissinger said the summit may 
be expended several hours but 
that Ford planned to head back 
for Washington by nightfall,

“Don't go overboard on pro- 
gress,” Kissinger cautioned. “I 
am trying to give you a sense 
of movement." He said the two 
leaders were aiming for “compre- 
hensive limitations,” including an 
overall accord on the number of 
nuclear missile systems as well

warheads. “We have come closer 
to our goal,” he said. 

Ford and Brezhnev held three 
sessions across a long polished 
table under crystal chandeliers. 
After the first, two-hour session, 
the President and Kissinger took 
a walk in the night air, Ford 
wearing a Russian-style sable hat 
presented to him by Soviet Am- 
bassador Anatoly Dobrynin. 

“Whatever is agreed to here 
will have to be spelled out in 
very detailed negotiations’ in 
Geneva, Kissinger said. The ob- 
jective is to have a treaty pre- 
pared in time for Ford and Bre- 
zhnev to sign at the summit in 
Washington next June. Ὁ 

Brezhnev was waiting for Ford 
when the President’s jet, “The 
Spirit of ‘76," landed at a mili- 
tary airport. The Soviet leader 
had amused himself in sub-freez- 
ing temperatures by marching up 
and down in front of the press 
platform, Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko at his side. 

Ford and Brezhnev took a train 
to the conference compound. Cal- 
led Okeansky Sanitorium, it is 
a recreation area for trade union- 
ists and the Defence Ministry.

The first six-month mandate of the UN peacekeeping force, 
commissioned last May at the height of an attrition 


that followed last year’s October confrontation, expires next Satar- 


day. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim last night postponed at the 
last moment his departure for 
Damascus where he was expected 
to discuss the renewal of Undof's 
mission. The Security Council is due 
to meet Friday on this issue. 

A spokesman for Dr. Waldheim 
said the Secretary-General was still 
consulting “the parties concerned,’ 
noting that more “preparatory 
work" was necessary. He indicated 
Dr. Waldheim might leave for the 
or to 
morrow. The Secretary-General is 
scheduled to visit Syria, Israel and 
Egypt, spending a day in each 
country. i 

All indications last night were 
that, Waldheim was awaiting the 
outcome of the Vladivostok summit 
talks between US. President Gerald 
Ford and ~ Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev on the Middie East con- 
flict. 

Syria too was awaiting the re- 
sults of the summit talks, but over 
the weekend held talks on the 
possibility of renewing the mandate. 

The UN’s senior military repre- 
sentative in the Middle East, Lt. 
General Emsio Siilasvuo, was in 
Damascus and put off his return to 
Jerusalem ountii tonight or to- 
morrow. 

Lt. General Siflasvuo last night 
summoned his political and ilegal 
advisers at UN h in 
Jerusalem, asking them to join him 
in Damascus this morning, an indi- 
cation that he was dealing with 
differences between Syria and Is- 
rael over the interpretation of the 
disengagement agreement. Syria is 
Known to be opposed to a large- 
scale Israeli presence on a certain 
stretch west of Kuneitra which 
Damascus considers to be part of 
the restricted disengezement zone. 

It was not clear whether by set- 
tling these differences Syria would 
abandon what tt was deserfbing as 
new opre-conditions to renewing 
Undof’s mandate. These conditions 
were said to include an Israeli un- 
dertaking to withdraw towards the 
pre-1967 war frontiers within the 
framework of a timetable, and an 
Israel agreement to at an 
early date the Geneva Middle East 
conference at which the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
would be represented, 

Unconfirmed reports from Da- 
mascus said Syria was now manoeu- 
vrin; to reduce the length of 
Undof's mandate by five weeks to 
make the second term end next 
Aprit.

WASHINGTON. — Although the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization gained large majorities in the two 
General Assembly resolutions recognizing the Pales- 
tinian Pecple’s right to independence and sovereignty 
“in Palestine,” and according the PLO “observer sta- 
tus” at the U.N. — the margin of victory fell well short 
of the PLO's stated goal. (Detailed report, page 2. 


A PLO spokesman, Shafik el 
Hout, had announced earlier last 
week that his delegation was 
“shooting for 120 votes." The Gen- 
eral Assembly approved the frst 
resolution by a vote of 89 to elght 
with 37 abstentions. The second 
vote, on the observer status, was 
approved 95 to 17 with 19 absten- 
tions. 


Israeli officials at the U.N. told 
The Jerusalem’ Post last week that 
any PLO-sponszored resolution would 
be approved by the Assembly be- 
cause of the automatic support of 
the Afro-Asian and Communist 
blocs. The offtclals asserted, how- 
ever, that if the vote were “in 
the elghties," and if the U.S. op- 
posed and the European countries 
abstained, then it could be consi- 
dered a small victory for Israel. Ali 
the European countries elther op- 
Posed the resolution (Norway and 
Iceland), or abstained, except for 
Spain and Portugal, which voted 
for it, 

The “Washington Post” comment- 
ed yesterday that the 37 abstentions 
by European, Latin American and 
other nations on the frst vote — 
along with doubts expressed by more 
than a score of African and Asian 
‘delegations which voted for the re- 
Solutions — indicate that the votes 
were a “sobering setback” for the 
PLO. 

During the last two days of the 
debate a number of African and 
Asian representatives sought to in- 
Sert some phrase into the resolu- 
tion which could be interpreted as 
guaranteeing Israel's right to exist. 
According to informed UN sources, 
Egypt and other moderate Arabs 
tried to modify the resolution late 
Thursday night to win additional 
Support, but the PLO insisted on 
Tetaining {ts original hardline text. 

The approved resolution itself 
makes no reference to Israel, but 
in affirming Palestinian rights “in 
Palestine,” it leaves the clear ἱπι- 
plication that the State of Israel] 
has no rights there. 


The delegate from Barbados, Mr. 
Waldo Waldron-Ramsey, raised the 
question “what does the resolution 
mean by Palestine?" just moments 
before the vote took place late on 
Friday afternoon. 

The representatives from Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia replied bluntiy 
that Palestine means ail of Israel. 
Jordan's Abdul Hamid Sharaf said 
that Palestine means “what has at 
this moment been replaced by Is- 
rael and the Israeli occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip." 

Observers expressed surprise that 
a Jordanian official had apparently 
denied Israel's right to exist, even 
in the pre-1967 boundaries. 

Meanwhile a senior official of the 
PLO has denied reports that the 
terrorist organization plans to es- 
tablish a government in exile with- 
in the very near future. ‘Not yet,” 
Farouk Al-Kaddumi told the “Wall 
Street Journal" in an interview

Yariv comes out for

Information Minister Aharon 
Yariv iast night came out in full 
support of the formation of a na- 
tional unity Government to deal 
with the present emergency.

Bonn moves to meet 


Arab demands

BONN. — West Germany did some- 
thing Jast week which nobody ex- 
pected it would ever do: it took a 
clear public stand on the dramatic 
issues which have cost so much 
bloodshed between Jews and Arabs. 

In a major speech to the United 
Nations by Ambassador Ruediger 
von Wechmar, Bonn formally ac- 
cepted the right of the Palestinians 
“in self-determination” to set up 
their own “authority” in occupied 
Arab territories to be handed over 
by Israel. 

In Bonn, government officials 
would ποῖ concede outright that 
this meant Bonn would in future 
eventually accept a Palestinian 
“state” between Israel and Jordan, 
but observers here could see little 
room for another interpretation.

The Germans also insist that their 
approach has been closely harmon- 
‘zed with the other eight members 
of the European Common Market 
and represents a common Middle 
East policy.

To the layman, the policy has the 
ring of a “grand strategy” in which 
Palestinian interests are coupled 
with Israeli security, and which re- 
places the soothing but often mean- 
ingless statements formerly issued 
in the West German capital. 


‘Wet Germany's attitude to Israel 
was marked through most of the 

t World War II era by a special 
Pelationship to the Jewish state, 
determined by Germany's moral 
debt to the millions of Jewa who 
survived the Nazi holocaust. 

The Germans began to shed the 
permanent “guilt complex,” as it is 
sometimes referred to here, under 
Brandt, who not only opened up 
cooperation with Eastern 
but sought ta place Germany's ties 
with Israel on a more “businesslike” 
footing. But even under Brandt the 
Germans tried to maintain a balanced 
policy towards the Mid-East con- 
flict. The change came with last 
year's oll crisis. 

Threatened with a vital fuel cut- 
off at the next outbreak of Mid-East 
hostilities, Bonn has moved step by 
step to meet Arab demands on Its 
Mid-East policy, though the Ger- 
mans are still insisting on Israel's 
fundamental security.

Soviet authorities tighten 
serews on Minsk Jews

Rare breathing 
disorder kills 
infant in U.S. 


MIAMI (AP). — Faye Monroe, an 
infant who stopped breathing every 
time she went to sleep, has died 
after several months of battling a 
rare disorder known as Ondine’s 
Curse. 

The child, who had to be placed 
on an artificial respirator that 
breathed for her while she slept, 
died Thursday morning in Miami 
hospital after complications devel- 
oped, doctors said. 

‘The disorder, which has occurred 
im only two other infants, doctors 
say, ig named for Ondine, a char- 
acter in Germanic literature who 
became a spirit when she slept. 

Faye’s parents, Clayton and 
Lefrance Monroe of Delray Beach, 
consented to an autopsy to deter- 
mine the cause of ‘the disorder. 

“We expect to find a lesion or 
damaged area in the area of the 
brain which controls breathing,” 
said Dr. Charles Sauer, the child’s 


physician. 

Bauer said doctors had hoped to 
keep the infant alive long enough 
to Emplant an experimental breath 
pacemaker, but were unable to 
when Faye became malnourished 
and finally suffered kidney failure.

FREEHOLD, New Jersey (UPI).

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Italian gov’t finally formed 
after 51 days of trying 


ROME, — Fifty-one days after the 
fall of the last government Italy’s 
new Prime Minister, Aldo Moro, 
yesterday announced the formation 
of his Cabinet — with only two 
men holding on to their former 
posts and eight new ministerial 
fates. 

Moro, a 58-year-old Christian 
Democrat who has headed three 
previous governments in post-war 
Italy, changed the ministers in al- 
most all key posts, including the 
Defence and Interior ministries. 

Among the most significant 
changes was the removal of for- 
mer Interior Minister Paolo Emilio 
Taviani — who held the key job 
at a time of constant reports about 
political conspiracies and attempt- 
ed coups d'etat. 

Outgoing Defence Minister Giulio 
Andreotti, the man whe broke 
open much of the secrecy which 
previously surrounded the role of 
Italy's controversial secret service 
m alleged attempted coups, was 
moved to take over an enlarged 
ministry responsible for budgetary 


Russian hopes 
for chess title 
lie on Karpov 


MOSCOW (AP).— A young, shy and 
deceptively fratllooking Russian now 
stands as his country’s hope of the 
world chess championship snatched 
away two years ago by Bobhy 
Fischer. 

Anatoly Karpov, 23, won the 
world chess challengers final Friday 
night after an exhausting duel of 
more than two months with fellow 
Soviet grandmaster Victor Korchnoi. 
Karpov had been the favourite, but 
generally defensive play by both 
opponents stretched the match to 
its limit of 24 games. 

The series was finally won on a 
drawn game, leaving Karpov with 
8. 8.2 edge in victories, There were 
19 draws in the match which began 
Sept. 16. ἥ 

However a Fischer-Karpov show- 
down is currently up in the air 
because of a dispute the American 
is having with the International 
Chess Federation (FIDE) over 
ground rules for a world champion- 
ship match. 

Kerpov had been the 
Soviet favourite to take on Fischer, 
even before the victory over Korch- 
noi, there is a begrudging respect 
here for the abilities of the moody 
American. Most observers in the 
Press centre Friday night who were 
asked about Karpov's chances were 
net too hopeful.

Greece sets date 
for vote on

ATHENS (AP). — A plebiscite on 
the fate of the Greek 

will be held on December 8 A 
Government Gazette published yes- 
terday said that the public would 
have the choice of voting either 
for “crowned democracy” or “un- 
crowned democracy.” 


Tf the vote is for the monarchy, 
King Constantine will be able to 
return from self-extle in Britain. 

Constantine fled Greece in 1967 
after an abortive counter-coup 
against the then ruling junta. 

The plebiscite will not determine 
whether the alternative to a 
crowned democracy would be a 
parliamentary democracy or a 
presidential republic. Parliament is 
expected to decide on the country’s 
form of rule. 


In a recount of some votes over 
the weekend following last week's 
general election, Alexander Pana- 
goulis, who in 1968 tried to assas- 
sinate dictator George Papadopou- 
Ios, was elected by a small major- 
ity. It was Wiscovered after the 
elections that calculating machines 
had made several mistakes, and a 
recount was demanded.

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A VOTE FOR MURDER 


AS THE UNITED NATIONS 
was voting on Friday to support 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization and formally accord it 
observer status, an offshoot of 
the Organization was in the act 
of perpetrating a murderous hi- 
jacking. The aim of the hijack- 
ers was to secure the release of 
two groups of Palestinian ter- 
rorists who had killed in cold 
blood: the one anonymous 
travellers at Rome Airport, the 
other Western diplomats at 4 
reception in Khartoum. The me- 
thod employed by the hijackers 
was also cold-blooded murder: 
they shot a passenger on their 
ill-fated plane and him on 
the tarmac in Tunis to speed 
matters up. 

Plainly, the timing of the 
hijack wes not to the liking of 
the Arab establishment, and it 
was condemned by Arab govern- 
ments and — with magnificent 
"Ene Arabs epperertly feared 

e apparen' αἰ 
that the hijack might serve as 
a fleeting reminder, at a delicate 
moment, to some more respon- 
sible ernments, of what their 
UN delegates were in fact pro- 
posing to condone, approve and 
support and co-opt to UN work- 
ing sessions. 

‘They need not have feared — 
at least as far 88 the well- 
regimented Afro-Asian and Com- 
munist-dominated blocs were 
“concerned. 

The former, politically inex- 
‘perienced and chronically short- 
sighted, have already begun to 
experience the let-down of un- 
kept Arab promises. But, spurred 
by 8 simplistic conception of 
‘ African unity and calculation of 
economic expediency, most of 
them maintained their blind sup- 
port for the Arabs. 

The upshot is that a terrorist 
organization whose avowed aim 
fis the elimination of a member- 
state of the UN has gained 
permanent observer status and 


international recognition and 
with it the appearance of re- 
spectabllity. Without going very 

ply into the question of 
whether the Palestinians will be 
well served by Arab support of 
Yasser ‘Arafat and the PLO, the 
majority of the UN community 
gave him their support. 

Tt is poignant to recall that 
exactly 27 years ago the same 
body voted for the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel — 
in terms of international legiti- 
macy and support — by ΕΝ 

roving the Partition Plan. The 

LO’s ultimate aim — and its 
chairman, Yasser Arafat, did 
not hide this in his UN appear- 
ance — is to reverse the Parti- 
‘tion and with it the sovereign 
Jewish state, 

Such is the atmosphere of 
extremism at the today 
that the efforts of even such 
sympathizers of the Arab cause 
as France to moderate the draft 
resolution were ‘brushed aside 
by its sponsors. Western Eu- 
rope, meek and suppliant to- 
wards the Arab oil-producers, 
is treated by them and their 
allies with unconcealed con- 
tempt. 

Perhaps the abstention of 
the EEC countries, on the 
clared grounds that the resolu- 
tion made no mention of Is- 
rael's right to exist, signals at 
last an incipient realization 
that appeasement of the Arabs, 
like appeasement of Hitler forty 
years earlier, can lead only to 
disaster.
